Electric Po wer Plan t at Paterso n Let* 


Go W ith a Ro ar. 
Paterson, N. J., Jan. 22.—One man 
fatally injured, eight seriously injured, 
panic in a theater, passengers in ele­ 
vators imprisoned and the cities of 
Paterson and Passaic in darkness for 
three hours, are the results of an ex­ 
plosion at 4:30 o'clock y esterday after­ 
noon in the Edison Electric works, 
which supplies all the electric light 
and power for Paterson and its sub­ 
urbs. 
The explosion was caused by the 
bursting of the main steam pipe. Four 
of the six boilers in the boiler-house 
blew up and the building was wrecked. 
The four men in the boiler-house at 
the time of the explosion were picked 
up in the debris unconscious. 
The building is situated on the right 
bank of the Passaic river. 
The river 
is about 300 feet wide. Van Hounden, 
the man fatally injured, was walking 
near the bank of the river when the 
explosion occurred. 
The steam from 
the boilers shot across the river. Van 
Hounden fell on the bank unconscious 
and received the full force of the 
steam for half an hour. 
A few seconds after the explosion 
took place the lights in the Ly ceum 
theater went out and sounds as if 
caused by an explosion were heard. 
There was a panic in the audience, 
composed principally of women, but 
no one was seriously hurt.

CARE OF FLOCKS. 


What an Expert Has to Say About 
Their Treatment. 
It is money in the pocket and temper 
saving as well to housekeepers to have 
floors of apartments and houses finish­ 
ed to be kept clean and fresh without 
getting down to the wood. To eluci­ 
date, the softest wood will wear long­ 
er and look better if it is well filled 
with paint and topped with a hard 
varnish. This makes a shell-like finish 
into which water or other liquid can­ 
not soak. On the other hand, if porous I 
wood, such as pine, is not treated in I 
this fashion it retains its original qual­ 
ity, something in the nature of blot­ 
ting paper, and any liquid spilled soaks 
in below the surface to be removed 
only by the application of potash or 
other strong acids. This in turn de­ 
stroys the color, and the floor looks old 
and abused before it has really begun 
to be used. 
A lead gray is an excellent color for 
a kitchen and pantry as well as for a 
hall through which there is much 
tramping. It is a better color for dura­ 
bility than brown or mahogany, though 
both appeal more to the eye. 
To }.*>!< their best floors before any 
paint Is put on should be thoroughly 
scrubbed with soap and ammonia, and 
when dry one coat of paint should be 
pat on. This must be allowed to dry 
for twenty-four hours before another 
oont is added. Windber or not a third 
Is used depends upon the quality of 
the floor and the long head of the 
landlord. If the wood has been much 
used it is more than likely that the 
third coat will be necessary to Al! the 
worn places to the surface, and in such 
a case It is economy to put on plenty 
of paint. In a new floor it is not al­ 
ways required. 
In any event, painting 
is merely a foundation, a color over 
which varnish is placed tx> preserve 
the color. 
The finish should be of the hard kind 
that is used on the decks and spars of 
ships. This costs more, hut It is wa­ 
terproof, and the greatest amount of 
slopping about a sink will not affect 
it. A good painter will make such a 
foundation hard before he puts on the 
enamel-like liquid, and then he will 
demand that several days shall elapse 
before it is walked on. 
Twelve or 
twenty-four hours are sufficient for it 
to dry. but this does not permit of 
hardening, an action through which it 
must pass if it Is to wear. 
A floor treated in this manner needs 
wiping once a week with a cloth wet 
with kerosene. 
It should never be 
washed, for. though waterproof, the 
continued use of water will affect its 
high polish. 
If water is spilled no 
stain will be made for a long time; 
but, even so. only a careless person 
would allow the moisture to stay until 
it dried. 
According to an experienced painter, 
kerosene is the best for wiping stained 
or painted floors. Oil he does not ap­ 
prove of—that Is, those which are 
heavy. 
But kerosene cleans without 
greasing and for such purpose is bet­ 
ter than soap. 
Indeed, the latter 
should not be applied.

Representativ e Butler of Pennsylv a- 
| nia, who is a Republican, felt just the 
I same way about it. 
He had v oted to 
create the immig ration commission, he 
said, and was mig hty sorry for it. 
He 
thoug ht the performance of the com­ 
mittee with reference to the expendi­ 
ture of the public money was an out­ 
rag e, and after expending more than 
half a million, the commission had 
produced nothing more than a ten- 
pag e pamphlet and that of no v alue. 
After other members of the house 
had talked at some leng th on the sub­ 
ject the chair sustained Mr. Macon’s 
point of order and the prov isions for 
the continuance in existence until Dec.
